May We Not Yet Choose A Third Way? 


Joseph N. Smelser 


I ROM November, 1935 to March, 1937 Stephen H. Rob 
erts, Australian historian and democratic individualist, 
spent his time in and near Hitler's Germany trying, as he put 
it ‘to sum up New Germany without any prejudice.” Roberts 
wrote his book, “The House That Hitler Built,” in 1938 as a 
result of his study. An examination of the book throws light 
on current events—for example: 


Hitler was very much concerned about the “purification” 
of teaching. His methods were purges and smears. He and his 
Nazi brothers took from the curriculum the frills: “non 
practical” subjects. They saw that history was taught, not as 
objective fact but as a machine for inculcating “German 
patriotism.” Nazism was the pattern; facts had to conform. 


“At 10 o'clock on the morning of May 2, 1933 free trade 
unions were completely abolished throughout Germany, and 
their funds were expropriated, together with the whole of 
their buildings and records,” states Roberts. To Hitler, 
Unions were so many “anti-fascist nests.” 


In 1933 Hitler began his attack on the German Protes- 
tant Church in particular. He said specificially that the state 
had no desire to negotiate with 20 or 30 Evangelical 
Churches; he wanted a single Reich church under a single 
Reich bishop. Thus he gave his blessings to the state-church 
combination. 


Then, cs the whole world knows, he attacked the mili 
tary, and finally came about to replacing all “questionables” 
with true-blue Nazis. Hitler used his own particular formula 
for “justice.” 


In October 1933, a Reich Chamber of Culture was set 
up. Dr. Goebbels observed that it was a task to set up this 
Chamber because of “the self-willed nature peculiar to 
people of intellect and artistic temperament.” BUT IT WAS 
SET UP. Four years later the Chamber of Culture had 
“purged undesirables and unified outlooks,” according to 
Dr. Goebbels. 


Hiiler welded the Nazi Party together in a hot hatred 
of Communism and economic and cultural groups which he 
identified with Communism. For all its hatred of Communism, 
the Nazi state developed along the LINES of Communism: 
it became the thing it hated; it used the methods of the thing 
it feared. Mr. Roberts says, “It was not the Nazis who started 
the idea of Kulturwaffen—a clash between rival systems of 
culture: the Communists set the ball rolling, the Hitlerites 
kicked the goal.” He also says, ‘The nearest approach to the 
Nazi Labor Front was the system of Workers Councils in 
Russian factories.” 


Nazism destroyed the free institutions in Germany— 
the people didn’t seem to know what was going on until it 
was too late. Anyhow they had to conform or ‘ose their 
jobs: they had to eat! The free labor unions and free educa- 
tion went about the same time: they were “subversive.” The 
liberal political party was ground to bits between Nazism 
and Communism; the military was Nazified, the churches 
were intimidated, the democratic German constitution was 
destroyed. A state of confusion, barbarism, and terror fol 
lowed. To protect itself from Russia’s absolute statism, 
Germany became an absolute state. It stabbed itself to death 
instead of its enemy. 


One of the last things Hitler said was that ‘they’ 
would kill him but not the principles of Nazism; they would 
spread and flourish.

Indeed, pages of primers 
and first readers of that time may 
be read almost as effectively by 
beginning with the last sentence 
and reading to the top of the page 
us by reading ia the usual way 
from top to bottom, 

loday, we realize that learning 
words is a means to an end he 
ing able to read with understand 
ing and enjoyment,
